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Rabbi Versus Laymen 


In its sixty-fifth annual report, the Union of American Hebrew Congregations includes what is 
probably the most exhaustive and comprehensive discussion of the problem of restricting the 
rabbi’s utterances and activities yet made public. The article, in its entirety, will appear in 
serial form.

(Continued from Last Week) 


A few weeks ago in Cleveland 
we had a special election on a 
bond issue for our municipal light 
plant. Some $3,000000 of federal 
funds were to be available, if we 
would spend $2,500,000 for the ex- 
pansion of our municipal light 
plant. The mayor of the city asked 
me if I would not be good enough 
to help in that campaign. Though 
I did consult with a few members 
of my board, who said: “In Heav- 
| en’s name, don’t get into that at 
this time,” though I listened to 
their advice, I did not pay too 
much attention and did get into 
the matter. Fortunately, the bond 
issue carried and the light plant 
' people and all those greatly inter- 
ested in the project put a lot of 
“money into it. Some of my people 
put some money into defeating the 
proposal. There followed a great 
deal of criticism. I said to my 
friends in the congregation: “First- 
ly, the Conference of Rabbis is on 
record in favor of it. I happen to 
be chairman of the social justice 
commission. I am personally in 
favor of it and I have other rea- 
sons, too, as a Jew and a rabbi, 
for going into it.” 


If I had followed their opinion, | 
I would not have done it. I would | 
not have done another thing some | 


years ago when the city manager 
was under fire and finally fired. 
Against the advice of many of my 
congregation I called a town hall 
meeting in Cleveland—the biggest 
that has been called, I think, in 
many years— to save that system. 

Murray Seasongood came to 
Cleveland a week ago and spoke 
on “Politics and Religion,” an ad- 
dress which I suppose some of you 
in Cincinnati have heard. He said 
it was the business of the rabbis 
and of the churches to clean up 
municipal politics, that “Thou shalt 
not steal,” did not apply merely 
to an individual in a corporation 
or in a bank—it also applied to 
the fellows in city halls and the 
boss-ridden management of the 
cities. 

I believe that since the rabbi has 
an obligation to his congregation 
and the whole community of Jews 
he should consult with them, but 
that consultation must leave him 
free to follow the dictates of his 
own conscience. 

The Chairman: The third ques- 
tion is: “Is it helpful to the Jew- 
ish community at the present time 
for the ra‘bi to be in the van- 
guard on social problems, or should 
expediency be the rule rather than 
principle?” 

Rabbi Brickner: I don’t believe 
that the Jews will be safe until 
democracy itself is safe, and the 
threat of fascism in this country is 
a very real problem. We rabbis 
do have some kind of passion for 
social justice. Let us make that 
passion real in making democracy 
work in America. 

Mr. Jaffe: I wish I were as con- 
vinced of the correctness of the 
answer as Rabbi Brickner is. I 
have some grave doubts whether 
it is helpful in these times for the 
Jewish community to have its rab- 
bis far in the forefrent of all these 
controversial issues. You may say 
TI am frightened, at this particu- 
lar time, because of some radio 
orators and the activities of other 
unfriendly people. I don’t know 
whether I am particularly more 








frightened than anyone else. I have 
held this view for a long time. I 
do not think that it is desirable 
for Jews, whether rabbis or lay- 
men, to be the fellows always to 
get hit on the head by initiating 
new panaceas by the trial and error 
method. If we were sure that we 
were right—and how can we be?— 
if we were sure that history would 
vindicate us—yes. 


Regarding the magnificent con- 
tributions of the religious repre- 
sentatives to the seven-hour day 
and the shorter work week in the 
steel industry, we all know that 
by the time the rabtis took that 
position, everybody in the coun- 
try, except the few people who 
were running the American Steel 
Institute, had already accepted this 
view. The rabbis simply jumped 
on the bandwagon. It wasn’t really 
a debatable proposition any more. 


I think that the rabbis should 
be very cautious in these times. 
This should be done now more than 
ever tefore—because the commun- 
ity generally assumes that the rab- 
bi represents the point of view of 
all Jews, though this may really 
not be the case. We have no sys- 
tem of congregational hierarchy. 
Everybody seems to he free to do 
anything he pleases It is a demo- 
cratic tradition. But under that 
system it is all the more impor- 
tant that he exercise a very rea- 
sonable restraint. One can be in- 
telligent and at the same time be 
temperate. 


The Chairman: The next ques- 
tion is: “Should a rabbi be free 
to espouse Zionism in a congre- 
gation whose leading members are 
not Zionists; or oppose it in a con- 
gregation whose leading members 
are Zionists?” 


Rabbi Brickner: This question 
involves the freedom of the pulpit. 
It has been repeatedly said by 
members of the rabbinate, and I 
think by the laity as well—and in 
that regard I want to pay tribute 
to the laity in our Reform congre- 
gations—that the rabbis do have, 
by and large, free pulpits. Unless 
we have a free pulpit, we are not 
going to attract strong men in 
those pulpits. A rabbi must not 
only be well intentioned, he must 
be well informed, and he must not 
only be free, but the more free he 
is, the more responsible he is. And 
the pulpit must remain absolutely 
free and the rabbi independent. 


The tradition in the Reform pul- 
pit has been to allow a rabbi to 
be free to espouse Zionism in a 
congregation whose leading mem- 
bers are not Zionists. 

Mr. Jaffe: I don’t object to rab- 
bis being anything they want to be 
in matters of this kind. If rabbis 
want to be Zionists, it is all right 
with me, and if they want to be 
anti-Zionist, it is likewise all right 
with me so long as they are such 
as individuals and do not assume 
to commit the congregations. I 
don’t think that there are many 
congregations that attempt to 
bring the rabbis into agreement 
with them on these matters. 





The Chairman: The next ques- 
tion is: “If the rabbi’s views on 
the observance of Jewish religious 
customs and ceremonies are very 
liberal, should he feel free to ex- 
press them in a pulpit where the 
leading members of the congrega- 
tion are inclined to be more con- 
servative?” 

Rabbi Brickner: It seems to me 
that in respect to this we both 
agree but it does involve a mat- 
ter of education. The rabbi’s func- 
tion is really that of a teacher, 
and, since he has been called to 
be the teacher, it is his function 
to take the laymen of his congre- 
gation into his confidence, and to 
try, by a process of adult eduza- 
ticn, to convert his congregants to 
his viewpoint, if this is necessary 

Mr. Jaffe: I am in entire agree- 
ment with Dr. Brickner. 


The Chairman: The next ques- 
tion is: “How far shall lay leaders 
attempt to influence the character 
of the synagogue’s service and 
sermon?” 

Mr. Jaffe: The difficulty with 
the question is that it assumes 
that the lay leaders are intelligent 


enough and educated enough in the} 


background of our faith to exer-| . 
° ° ° ‘ant, 
cise reasonable influence in mat- 


ters of this kind. I am not so sure 


nor matters I think the layman 
should be consulted. 


As to the length of the sermon,

J.T.A. Correspondent 
Finds Way To Wilno, 
Tells of Destruction 


(Copyright, 1939, J. T. A.) 

Editor’s Note: Following is the 
first authentic, comprehensive ac- 
count of the fate that has over- 
whelmed more than 1,500,000 Jews 
in the Nazi-held areas of Poland. 
The writer was for many years 
chief of the Warsaw bureau of the 
J. T. A. He remained in Warsaw 
during the first five days of the 
war, then evacuated his staff and 
family to Krzemieniec, southeastern 
town which was the temporary seat 
of the fleeing Polish government. 
After seven weeks of wandering, 
during which they were unheard 
from, the group, three of them se- 
riously ill from exposure and lack 
of food, arrived in Wilno. The 
J. T. A. office in Warsaw and his 
home, Mr. Mozes reported, were 
bombed and burned to the ground 
in the first days of the war.

WILNO, Lithuanhia—The com- 
plete ruin and physical destruction 
of Polish Jewry under Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler is a question of 
months, if not weeks. : 

Every branch of life has already 
been closed to the Jews in the 
areas held by the Nazi troops and

some 1,500,000 of their number are 
threatened by starvation and ex- 
tinction. 

The Nazis have forbidden Jews 
to possess more than 2,000 zlotys 
(about $400 at pre-war rates) in 
bank deposits and haye prohibited 
them from buying such things as 
clothes and shoes without special 
permit. All goods in Jewish shops 
have been confiscated and the more 
well-to-do among the merchants 
have been arrested. - 

The sadistic treatment of the 
Polish Jews by the Nazis over- 
shadows the persecution suffered 
by the Jews following the German 
conquests of Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia. Every German is free to 
maltreat and humiliate the Jews. 





Priest Saves Jews from Expulsion 

WILNO, Lithuania—A Catho- 
lic priest, it was learned recent- 
ly, saved hundreds of Jews in 
the Polish town of Wlodzimierz 
from expulsion at the hands of 
the Nazi conquerors. 

The priest, when apprised of 
the expulsion order, obtained 
cancellation by posting a 20,000- 
zloty guarantee and offering to 
forfeit his own life if the Jews 
failed to behave. 





The situation in Warsaw is be- 
yond description, but is exceeded 
by that prevailing in the provinces. 
Entire Jewish populations have 
been expelled under the most cruel 
conditions, often upon less than 
half an hour’s notice. Towns where 
Such expulsions occurred include 
Mlawa, Prasnysz, Krasnosielsk. 
Rozany, Ostro-Maziowiec, Wysz- 
kow, Wyszygrod, Wengrow, Stoc- 
zek, Ostrolonka and Poltusk. 

About 2,000,000 Jews escaped the 
Nazi pogroms by Soviet Russia’s 
Cccupation of the eastern prov- 
inces. These include 500,000 who 
Managed under the most. difficult 
Conditions to cross from the Ger- 
man zone into the Russian areas. 
They left empty-handed, the Nazis 
having seized all their property 
and allowed only $40 to each.

The president of the 
Warsaw Jewish Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, Abraham Gepner, and a 
leader of the Bund (Jewish Social- 
ist party) Arthur Seligbaum, were 
held as hostages. 


Two days after the Nazi occupa- 
tion of Warsaw, a Polish news- 
paper issued with the permission 
of the German military forces, an- 
nounced that the Jews would be 
treated on a basis of equality with 
the Poles, thus partially allaying 
the fears of the Jewish population. 

Within the second week of the 
occupation, however, a violent 
anti-Semitic program was adopted 
by the authorities. Remnants of 
the Polish parties tried at first to 
alleviate the situation. Thus, the 
Lawyers’ Union resolved to treat 
all its members without distinction 
as to religion. 

The Nazis, however, employ- 
ing anti-Semitism to win mob ap- 
proval, gave the extremist Jew- 
baiters a free hand with the result 
that Jews were assaulted on the 
streets and in their homes and 
ousted from positions in food lines.

Unchecked by the authorities, 
mobs even tore the coats from the 
backs of women and children. Jew- 
ish men of 15 to 60 were drafted 
for forced labor, cleaning up the 
debris and often working 48 hours 
without food. Many were shot dead 
when they collapsed. 

The Warsaw Jewish community 
has been put under control of a 
Nazi commissar who has ordered 
registration of all Jews between 
the ages of 18 and 40. Community 
officials were also instructed to file 
a detailed report on the economic 
position of the Jews and to supply 
a list of all converts. 

Funds of the community were 
confiscated and all activities were 
suspended with the exception of 30 
soup kitchens, which are supported 
by the American Jewish Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee and which are 
able to supply only a fraction of 
the starving population. The Jew- 
ish burial office has also been per- 
mitted to continue in operation. 

Under the pretext of arms 
searches, Jewish houses in Warsaw 
are raided nightly by the Gestapo 
and all valuables, even food, are 
confiscated. 

Jewish leaders who approached 
the authorities for permission to 
publish a Jewish newspaper were 
bluntly informed: “We are still in 
a state of war against the Jews.” 

In many towns, the ancient yel- 
low badge has been introduced for 
Jews. In others, every Jew has 
been given a number which must 
be worn on his coat lapel. 

Some towns have inaugurated a 
system of badges in various colors

Sr. Hadassah Names 
Mrs. de Sola Pool Head, 
Sets $1,500,000 Goal 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
NEW YORK —Hadassah con- 


cluded its six-day 25th annual con- 
vention with a pledge of “full 
hearted cooperation” with the Pal- 
estine Jewish community and adop- 
tion of a record fund goal for the 
year 1940. The organization set 
itself the task of raising $1,150,000 
with which to carry on its various 
activities. Of this sum, the largest 
Hadassah has ever attempted to 
secure in any one year, $175,000 
has been earmarked for Palestine 
land reclamation; $500,000 for the 
Youth Aliyah movement; $400,000 
for hospitalization and _ public 
health, and $75,000 for child wel- 
fare. 


The convention elected a new 
slate of officers, including Mrs. 
David de Scola Pool, former vice- 
president, who succeeds Mrs. Moses 
P. Epstein as president. Officers re- 
elected included Mrs. Herman Shul- 


man, secretary, and Mrs. Alex- 
ander Lamport, treasurer, and 
Miss Julliet N. Benjamin, Mrs. 


Samuel J. Rosensohn, Mrs. Joseph 
M. Ehrlich and Mrs. Adolph Sier- 
oty, vice-presidents. A new vice- 
Mrs. Sundel Doniger, 
was named. A budget of $104,000 
for administration of Hadassah’s 
activities in this country, was 
unanimously accepted.

—yellow for rich Jews, blue for 
poor ones and grey for the poorest. 

It can now be estimated that 
35,000 Warsaw Jews, one-tenth of 
the capital’s pre-war Jewish popu- 
lation, were killed during the Nazi 
bombardment of the city. 


Jews in a number of the smaller 
towns were subjected to mass exe- 
cution. In Przemysl, which was 
afterwards taken over by the Rus- 
sians, 40 Jews were shot and 40 
others were ordered to bury them 
at the place of execution. One 
male was taken from every Jewish 
home in Pultusk and executed. 
Crucifixes topped by Jewish prayer 
caps were placed over their graves. 

In Lukow, after shooting of a 
German soldier by snipers, 30 
Jews and 15 Poles were executed. 
The town of Kaluszyn, almost 100 
per cent Jewish, was set afire and 
every Jew trying to escape was 
shot dead. An estimated 500 were 
killed in this way. Similar execu- 
tions were reported in Siemiatycze 
and the vicinity. 

Rabbis and Chassidic “wonder 
rebbes” were treated with particu- 
lar cruelty by the Nazi conquerors 
and Polish Jew-baiters. Cutting off 
beards was the most popular form 
of humiliation. A rabbi was stabbed

Central States Regional Confer- 
ence of the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

I had a long sincere talk with a 
refugees who has been in Indian- 
apolis slightly under a year now, 
and without any attempt on the 
refugee’s part to criticise I learned 
a great deal about the difficulty of 
adjustment here from the social 
standpoint. 

It seems that practically every 
family has tried to make the refu- 
gees feel at home. Especially was 
this true when the refugees first 
started coming to Indianapolis. 
But as could have been expected, 
the refugees were unable to form 
friendships with members of the 
Jewish community. Because of the 
obvious disparity in their interests, 
and despite the very persistent at- 
tempts of many of the Jewish 
women and men here, there just 
wasn’t enough common ground for 
anything except a “rachmonis,” as 
the refugee called it, relationship. 

When any of the local people in- 
vited the refugees to a party en 
masse, it always turned out that 
the refugees were thrown among 
themselves and they invariably 
stood to one side where they felt 
even more than had they not been 
invited, the vast chasm between 
themselves and the Jews who were 
refugees one generation back. 

It has worked so, that many of 
the refugees are loncly. My in- 
formant suggested that the refu- 
gees should try to form friendships 
among themselves, and this is ex- 
actly what has transpired. Yet be- 
cause most of them work, and have 
so little money to spend on visiting 
and entertainment, even this little 
has been accomplished with diffi- 


culty. 
It has been suggested, and I 
think it is a very logical idea, 


that those of the refugees who 
have been in the city for a year or 
so, should organize in order to wel- 
come the new comers, realizing 
that as much as the Indianapolis 
Jewish community wishes, it really 
is incapable of acting as anything 
more than a reception committee. 

In Louisville, all refugees come 
together in Adath Jeshurun Syna- 
gogue on the holidays to conduct 
services in the German style. This 
arrangement has the disadvantage 
of throwing the refugees too much 
together. The theory is that they 
should be mixed into the commu- 
nity as much as possible. But while 
here practically none of the refu- 
gees found it possible to attend 
services, in Louisville all the refu- 
gees crowded Adath Jeshurun’s 
large community hall. 

My informant lived in Austria, 
where he told me many refugees 
from the Nazi regime fied while 
Austria was still a free nation. 
He admitted that although there 
were many refugees in his town

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Public Relations Council 


F EVER a community were in agreement on a 

proposal, the Indianapolis Jewish Community is 
of one mind about the planned public relations 
council of the Jewish Welfare Federation. 

Not only have the perplexing problems of the 
last few weeks crystallized public opinion as to 
the need for an all-inclusive body to attack anti- 
defamation from a long-range and constructive 
viewpoint, but in addition the leaders of the com- 
munity have been convinced that some such logi- 
c2l agency must be formed. 

The latest nttional figure to bring home the 
exigencies of the situation was Dr. Solomon A. 
Fineberg, of the American Jewish Committee, 


who spoke to a select group of leaders Wednes- 
day noon in the Columbia Club. After hearing 
reports of the activity on the national scene, local 
leaders agreed that despite the fact that India- 
napolis w2s handling the situation with as much 
dispatch as could be expected, a broader, more 
compact, and more representative body was 
needed if the work was to be carried on success- 
fully. 

At the annual meeting of the Jewish Welfare 
Federation, H. Joseph Hyman, executive director, 
outlined plans for the formation of the council. 
In practically no instance has any objection been 
raised. The new council has everyone’s blessing 
and should be organized as soon as posSible. 


Apology 


HEN the leaders of the communities of six 

States discussed publicly the possibility of 
withholding funds from the General Jewish Coun- 
cil until that body could dissolve the mole-hill 
differences between its four constituent groups, 
the next and most important step toward real 
unity in the United States was taken. 

Not that withholding funds is the solution. The 
real value of the discussion lies in the realizatiox 
it must bring to the General Jewish Council, that 
the community councils mean business. 

Two weeks ago this paper predicted editorially 
thet the East Central States Conference of Jewish 
Welfare Funds and Federations would fail to 
seize the opportunity and would p2ss some incon- 
sequential resolution on the general inadequacy of 
the General Jewish Council. Today, The Jewish 
Post apologizes. It hopes that all its apologies 
can be made with as much secret joy. 

Meeting in Akron, the Conference did every- 


thing but ask for the dissolution of the Big Four. 
Unquestionzbly the tenor of the delegates was for 
action. They failed to comprehend why the B’nai 
B’rith, The American Jewish Committee, the 
American Jewish Congress and the Jewish Labor 
Committee were urable to dissolve their differ- 
ences when the end at stake was the very ex- 
istence of United States Jewry. The feeling of 
the convention, it can be safely said, was one of 
anger. 

Yet, when Arthur Rosichan, secret2ry of the 
region, wasted stamps again to mail to the Anglo- 
Jewish press the report of the convention he 
utterly ignored the resolutions, practically all of 
which were concerned with the Big Four, and 
sent out some drivel about our many problems, 
remarks which have been paraded so often in the 
public eye in the past few years that most Jewish 
people could recite them word for word by just 
being told that a Jewish convention was held.

Pat Frank, Washington Correspondent for the 
J. T. A., Discusses Pelley’s Hunt, and Coughlin’s 
Paper.—Speaking of Pelley, it is beginning to 
strike a great many Washingtonians a$ strange 
that he hasn’t been apprehended yet. The Dies’ 
Committee has had a subpoena out for him for 
months, but can’t seem to find him. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation is auth- 
orized to search for him, since he is a fugitive 
from Justice, now that North Carolina wants him 
for violation of parole. And agents of the Treas- 
ury Department would like words with him, too.

While all this alleged hunt for Pelley has been 
going on, Drew Pearson and Bob Allen reported 
that he has been (on occasion) right here in 
Washington, staying at the apartment of a cer- 
tain Congressman (guess who?) 

Anyway, Pelley’s beard appears to be a pretty 
good disguise. Three of the most powerful agen- 
cies of the government can’t seem to find him, 
although his press spews out his filth once every 
week—under his signature. 

Latest issues cf Father Coughlin’s publication, 
“Social Justice,” ere more violently anti-Semitic 
since the National Association of Broadcasters 
adopted the resolution committing the radio to 
the same standard of decency as newspapers. . 
and from the tone he adopts, one begins to wonder 
whether Father Covghlin really believes himself 
the voice of Catholicism in America. 

He condemns those who oppose his policy 
within the church with the same fervor as he 
does the Jews. ... and he still insists his fight 
is against “Jewish Bolshevism.” Funny, he doesn’t 
say enything about “Nazi-Bolshevism!” 

But, of course, to Father Coughlin and all the 
little Coughlins, the alliance of Red and Brown 
Bolshevism is a taboo subject. . . . Personally, 
I like to talk about it. 

How do you like to talk ebout it, Father Cough- 
lin? Would you like to discuss how the Commu- 
nists, the deadly enemies of the Catholic Church, 
are now hand-in-hand with the Nazis, the deadly 
enemies of the Jews, and how you are hand-in- 
hand with the enemies of the Jews? Does that 
make you a Communist, Father Coughlin—or 
merely a man with a loud voice?

Entire City of Laredo, Texas, Joins in as First 
Synagogue Is Dedicated—Temple B'nai Israel, 
the newly erected house of worship of the Jewish 
congregation of Laredo, was dedicated with ap- 
propriate ceremonies on Friday evening here. 


Dr. Ephriam Frisch of San Antonio and Rabbi 
Sidney Wolf of Corpus Christi delivered the prin- 
cipal addresses and greetings were brought by 
ministers of each religious brotherhood of the city. 


The temple was dedicated in the spirit of the 
immortal utterance by the Hebrew prophet, Isaiah, 
“My house shall be a house of prayer for all peo- 
ples,” stated Rabbi Julian F. Flieg, student-rabbi 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, who was in charge of the 
arrangements. 


The small Jewish community of Laredo has 
been in existence nearly fifty years, but, being so 
few in number, it was impossible until now to 
erect their own house of worship. Yet wishing to 
make their small contribution toward the per- 
petuation of the faith of their fathers, and in the 
desire to re-emphasize the principles and ideals 
of Israel, they have reared this structure, at great 
personal sacrifice, in tribute to their God, their 
fellowmen and their country, where religious in- 
tolerance is given no sanction. 


It is especially noteworthy that in such chaotic 
times as these, when nation is pitted against na- 
ticn, people against people, that a considerable 
portion of the financing of this religious edifice 
was made possible by the substantial contribu- 
tions of non-Jewish members of the community, 
who at all times have extended a cordial hand of 
friendship and fellowship to the Jews of Laredo. 


In a pre-dedication program over Station KPAB, 
Temple B’nai Israel presented a half-hour pro- 
gram Thursday. Featured were Rabbi Julian F. 
Flieg of Cincinnati, Ohio, and a special choir 
which rendered traditional Jewish ritual music 
and a dadicatory hymn. 


Rabbi Flieg’s message was “The Romance of a 
Book.” The special dedication choir consisted of 
Rev. George C. Baker Jr., Mrs. Gaston Block, 
Mrs. Horace E. Watson, Mrs. J. James Richter 
and Mrs. Travis Bruce Bunn. 


At the dedication of Friday evening, in addition 
to the principal addresses of Dr. Frisch of San 
Antonio and Rabbi Wolf of Corpus Christi, mes- 
sages of greeting to the Jewish congregation were 
brought by Frank Y. Hill, city councilor, on be- 
half of the mayor; Rev. George C. Baker Jr., 
Methodist; Rev. R. Bruce Brannon, Presbyterian; 
Rev. L. B. Gilbert, Baptist; Rev. William X. 
Smith, Episcopal, and Rev. R. A. White, Christian. 

At the ceremony a plaque in memory of the 


late Ben M. Alexander, Jewish and civic leader, 
was dedicated.
